The first meeting between 
Mr. Churchill and Stalin 
took place af the Kremiin 
on the night of August 12, 
1942. This couversation was 
for e first two hours. as 
described in the last in- 
stalment. “bleak and som- 
bre.” 


Mr. Churchill then re- 
vealed that, though no Al- 
lied ianding in Western 
Europe could take place in 
1942, there would be a joint 
Anglo-American operation 
(known as “Torch™) in 
French North-West Africa. 


fight a decisive battle 
in late August or September. 
Finally, it was clear that they 
all liked “Torch,” though Mo- 
lotovy asked whether it could 
not be in September 

I opened the prospect of 
our placing an Anglo-Ameri- 
can Air Force on the southern 
flank of the Russian armies 
in order to defend the Caspian 
and the Caucasian mountains 
and generally to fight in this 
theatre.
